CLEVELAND'S ANNIVERSARY YEAR. CLEVELAND BACKS ITS ARTISTS 


INETEEN HUNDRED AND THIRTY-SIX will unquestionably 

stand out as one of the most significant years in Cleveland’s 
history. It marks two anniversaries: the centenary of the charter- 
ing of Cleveland as a city and the twentieth anniversary of 
the opening of the Museum. Cultural activities come to fullest 
fruition with the maturity of civic life, and the art life of this 
city has made tremendous strides in the past two decades. The 
Museum has contributed greatly to this. 

The Cleveland Museum of Art has always believed that it 
had a special responsibility and has sought every means of 
fostering the creative spirit of Cleveland artists. The fact that 
the Eighteenth Annual Exhibition of Work by Cleveland Artists 
and Craftsmen opens on May 6 is an evidence of long and care- 
ful consideration which has brought into being a whole new 
generation of painters and sculptors, photographers, and crafts- 
men in many fields. The work of these artists has been produced 
because the community wanted it; and the astonishing number 
of objects sold in the past seventeen years and the total amount 
of the sales, $169,060.73, a sum which has gone directly to the 
artists, are concrete expressions of what civic appreciation can 
accomplish. To live, the artist must have a market; and it is an 
economic truism that production will cease unless the product 
is marketed. 

The artist desperately needs encouragement, and he needs it 
more than ever at this time, for the depression years have 
reaped a bitter toll in the field of the fine arts as in many other 
creative activities. 

Cleveland is known throughout the country as a city which 
fosters that which is worth while, as a city which believes in its 
artists. It is unthinkable that, in this year when the eyes of the 
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country will be upon it, Cleveland will fail those men and 
women who, by their creative abilities, have added so much 
honor to the city’s name. WILLIAM M. MILLIKEN

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THE BULLETIN OF THE CLEVELAND MUSEUM OF ART 
REVIEW OF THE EXHIBITION 


Cleveland artists with an established exhibition record of 
seventeen years to their credit once more add to the well- 
rounded character of their efforts in the contribution to the 
May Show. The quality of the classes varies from year to year; 
the accent on certain phases of the work shifts necessarily 
because of some outstanding excellence in a specific object. This 
year the improvement is not so much progress in handling of 
creative mediums and in technical proficiency as it is a growth 
in expressiveness. A healthy capacity for change on the part of 
the individual indicates an application to his problems which 
has brought a new harmony between form and the emotional 
and intellectual content. 

This year the Jury noted classes of particular interest by 
many awards. Those classes smaller in numbers or lower in 
level of attainment either received no awards or few. 

As in the past, Henry G. Keller—“Not in Competition”— 
takes notable precedence in the several classes in which he 
participates, and especially by his oil subjects, “Playa del Palé” 
and “Helios in the Lead,” and by his beautiful group of water 
colors. Class one, OIL PAINTING, LANDSCAPE, contains some of 
the best pieces in the exhibition. For the first prize, the Jury 
selected Paul B. Travis’s “Autumn,” which well merited the 
award. It is a local scene painted with rich fusion of color. The 
artist has realized well the old farm with its roadside show of 
flowers and vegetables, the feast set out for the itinerant Sunday 
driver. Worthy of attention is the second-prize group of three 
oils by George G. Adomeit; these also are of local surroundings 
or neighboring Kentucky—rich rolling hills, well-watered valleys, 
and an old Kentucky home. The third prize went to Jack J. 
Greitzer for a sensitive landscape, “Outskirts, Florence, Italy,” 
which quietly gives the nostalgic charm of Tuscany. Honorable 
mentions were awarded to four artists for unusually fine pic- 
tures: Clarence H. Carter for “Port Huron”; W. LeRoy Flint 
for “Early Spring” ; Carl Gaertner for “The Edge of Ronsevert”’; 
Grace V. Kelly for “Meson San Calletano.” 

In OIL PAINTING, PORTRAIT, the Jury gave three honorable 
mentions: to John Adams’s “Mary”; to Edmund Brucker’s 
“Portrait of Johnny”; and to W. LeRoy Flint’s “E. V. J., 
Architect.” 
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Two honorable mentions were given in OIL PAINTING, FIGURE 
composition: to Michael Sarisky for “Figure Composition” and 
to Charles E. Shannon for “The Red Flower.” Special comment 
was occasioned by Henry G. Keller’s “Playa del Pald,” an oil 
of unusual force and accomplishment in design. There were no 
awards in OIL PAINTING, INDUSTRIAL CLEVELAND, as the class 
was small. 

As usual, the class of OIL PAINTING, STILL LIFE, contains 
varied and interesting ideas well set forth. The rather limited 
range of subject content, confined and relatively static in char- 
acter, offered the artists an opportunity for a correspondingly 
great degree of breadth in handling. The Jury indicated their 
approval by a special award to Jack J. Greitzer for two, 
“Sentinel of the Past” and “Relations.” The material selected 
for the first is novel enough, but the success in this picture, as 
in the second, a still life of flowers, lies in the real feeling for 
color combinations subtly fused and made luminous throughout. 
A first prize was given to Paul B. Travis for a picture entitled, 
“Still Life,” which the Jury commended because of its rich 
quality. Second prize went to Natalie Eynon Grauer for an 
unusually well-ordered composition, “Still Life”; third prize, to 
Clarence H. Carter for “Plums and Dahlias”; and an honorable 
mention, to Edna Lederer for ““Dried Flowers.” 

The class of MURAL AND DECORATIVE PAINTING, ANY MEDIUM, 
contained a variety of types. Arthur D. Brooks received first 
prize for “Industry,” a large design, well unified and original 
in detail; a second, went to Louise Morris for “Market’’; honor- 
able mentions were given to August F. Biehle for “Figure Com- 
position,” to Florence Reid Bush for “Olvera Street,” and to 
H. Edward Winter for an unusual composition in painted 
enamel on copper. 

The group, PASTEL, was somewhat smaller than the others. 
“The Flats, Sunday Afternoon, November,” by William A. 
Dolwick well deserved the award of first prize; it is a landscape 
in which the artist has made admirable use of a difficult medium 
within a relatively limited range of colors. The second prize was 
awarded to Victoria Browning for a group of three landscapes; 
these also deserve enthusiastic comment. A third prize was 
given to Katherine Schiefer Seeler for “Lilacs—Arnold Arbo- 
retum.” 
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As has happened often in the past, the Jury singled out 
WATER COLOR for their highest commendation. The individual 
examples show a very wide range in choice and treatment of 
subject matter, and the Jury recognized not only great facility 
in the handling of the medium but felt that in many cases, 
notably among the awards, there was apparent a very conscious 
effort to attain a more complete realization of mood and 
emotion. The first prize, given to William Sommer for a group 
of four, included “Arthur” and “Little Miss”—two figure 
pieces containing very penetrating analyses in the drawing— 
and two landscapes, “Cows” and “Barnyard.” The four ex- 
hibited, in the estimation of the Jury, an ability of wide range 
in the use of subject material and color. The second prize was 
awarded a group of four by Jack J. Greitzer: two still lifes and 
two landscapes. The last, “Bianco” and “Survivors,” the Ju 
felt, achieved a mood which was subtly indicated by the color 
harmony and simple design and which went far beyond the 
subject material itself. The third-prize group of four by 
Clarence H. Carter, in variety and sympathetic handling, 
achieved an unquestioned standard of very real merit. They 
have solidity of structure and a beautiful relation and realization 
of values. It is impossible to speak of the honorable mentions 
as they deserve. They round out one of the most brilliant groups 
ever shown in a Cleveland Show. They were awarded as follows: 
to Marion Bryson, Charles Campbell, Rocco Di Marco, William 
C. Grauer, Joseph W. Jicha, Grace V. Kelly, Albert Kramer, 
Harold Burton McCabe, Paul B. Travis, and Frank N. Wilcox. 

The classes in the graphic arts were smaller than they have 
been in the past, but contained a number of very significant 
prints. In ILLUSTRATION, ANY MEDIUM, there was a first-prize 
award for a group of three given to Florence Todd Thomas. 
Honorable mentions were given ‘to B. F. Downs and to William 
Sommer. 

Many interesting examples were found in FREE-HAND DRAW- 
ING, ANY MEDIUM. William Sommer received first prize for a 
group including “Seated Man,” “Sleeping Cat,” “Horses,” and 
“Man with Shovel.” The simplified, stylized use of line indicates 
structural form, not mere surface reality. The second prize went 
to Rudolf Bundasz for “Ohio Landscape,” and third to Willard 
A. Riedthaler for “The Old Barn.” Because of the merits of the 
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class, five honorable mentions were given, respectively, to Ben 
B. Berkowitz, Virginia Crawford, Melvin Edward Meyer, Harry 
A. Spencer, and Jean Grigor Ulen. 

The class, ETCHING AND OTHER INTAGLIO PROCESSES, though 
notably smaller than in other years, has good material. The first 
prize went to William Schock for a group of three etchings 
called, “Hilltop,” “Water Front,” and ‘Mountain Road,” 
which amply deserve the award. For the use of the tone pro- 
cesses so individually handled, the Jury awarded the second 
prize to Kalman Kubinyi’s “Bouquet”; a third prize was given 
to Samuel K. Popkins for “Norris Dam.” Doris Hall, Carl 
Schmidt, and Glenn Moore Shaw received well-merited honor- 
able mentions. 

The class in LITHOGRAPHY, always interesting because of the 
quality of the medium, which is sympathetic to the translation 
of the artists’ first and vigorous ideas, maintained past standards. 
A special award was given to Walter DuBois Richards for two 
fine examples, “Old Elm” and “B & O Yards.” The first prize 
was given to Manuel G. Silberger for “Composition,” a second, 
to Jolan Gross Bettelheim’s “Industrial Section,” and a third, 
to Honoré Guilbeau’s “Landscape, New Mexico.” 

The Jury were impressed by the RELIEF CUTS, WooDcuUTS, 
LINOLEUM cuts. They selected W. LeRoy Flint’s group of five, 
three of which are white-line woodcuts, because of able, unified 
composition, for whose merits they expressed warm commenda- 
tion. Also, the Jury commended the work of Mabel A. Hewit 
and named as second prize her group of four. A third prize was 
awarded William Schock. Honorable mentions were given to 
Lenor Betterley Bruehler for a group of two, and to Sheffield 
Kagy. HENRY S. FRANCIS 


The class, scULPTURE, is a large and excellent one. The first 
prize was given to “Figure from a Fountain” by Elisabeth 
Seaver. Finely realized from every viewpoint, sensitively 
modeled, it has a feeling of life and real vitality. Planned as a 
figure to be placed on a low base in a garden, it would beauti- 
fully fulfill its decorative purpose. The “Black Calla” by Thelma 
Frazier was placed second; highly stylized, it has plasticity and 
successfully realized profiles. “Lili,” a garden figure by Katharine 
Gruener Lange, took third, and a “Nude” by John Tenkacs, 
an honorable mention. 
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The woop scutptuRe class was unfortunately small, but the 
excellence of the work of Nils Edwin Hanson more than merited 
the honorable mention given to him for his figure of “The 
Sower.” A fine understanding of wood technique as applied to 
three-dimensional design is present, and the whole is realized 
with character and genuine strength. 

Very charming are the series of eight pieces by Edris Eck- 
hardt which won the premier award in CERAMIC SCULPTURE. 
Full of humor and naiveté, they show an understanding of child 
psychology; and the four pieces done under the WPA, illus- 
trating “Alice in Wonderland” have caught that sense of mad 
fantasy which has made Lewis Carroll’s book a masterpiece. 
The Alice-in-Wonderland figures are perhaps the most success- 
ful in their compactness and solidness of composition. 

The pottery section of the exhibition, as usual, stands out. 
The number of entries is large, and the excellence of the many 
individual pieces gives a level of quality which probably could 
not be equalled by any other center in America. Viktor Schreck- 
engost’s three decorative plaques and set of amusing polo plates 
won first. A sound and competent craftsman, he expresses in his 
work the basic tradition of the potter’s art and adapts modern 
design to his craft. Whitney Atchley’s two pieces took the 
second award. They are distinguished by finely realized form, 
by well selected color, by beautiful glaze, and by good design. 
Harriet E. Safford’s third-prize pieces emphasize another aspect 
of this many-sided craft. She has played upon the element of 
fragility and delicacy; paste, glaze, and colors are so chosen that 
they are integral to the effect achieved. Sound potting and 
beautiful glazes gave an honorable mention to Mrs. A. R. Dyer. 
Another mention went to Russell Barnett Aitken. 

One of the classes which has really been created by the May 
Show is that of ENAMELING ON METAL. Continued success over 
a short period of years has brought the entries to a new height 
of excellence. H. Edward Winter’s group of five pieces took a 
special award against really brilliant competition. They have a 
sustained level of quality and a new reserve which lends them 
added dignity. Russell Barnett Aitken’s five pieces, given first, 
have distinguished designs which are also most amusingly 
modern in character. Added to that is the artist’s sensitive feel- 
ing for color. Quite different in type are the two trays and the 
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box by Kenneth Francis Bates, awarded second prize. Small in 
scale, they show marked ability in the use of various types of 
enamel technique and a brilliant realization of these techniques. 

The class of JEWELRY is far stronger than it has been for 
several years. The first prize went to an interesting group by 
Frederic Wade Hitchings. The Jury felt that the group as a 
whole deserved the award, but that two pieces were especially 
notable: the cross with its design of ivy leaves and its beauti- 
fully adapted chain, and the pendant with its carved quartz- 
crystal and garnets. Don J. Young, Jr., took the second prize 
for a group of six. No reference to this class could be complete 
without mention of the group, “Not in Competition,” entered 
by the Potter and Mellon Studios. For refinement of craftsman- 
ship and knowledge of the technical subtleties of craft, their 
entries are outstanding. 

The SILVERWARE OTHER THAN JEWELRY also is a much larger 
and a very much more distinguished class than it has been 
recently. Three prizes and an honorable mention were awarded 
for that reason; they went in order to Hudson B. Roysher, 
Dominick Sylvester, Henning Naukler, and Mildred Watkins. 
All of the pieces have a personal charm and quality of indi- 
viduality which inevitably come with finely conceived craft- 
work. 

In EMBROIDERY, Ida M. Coltman’s “Provincetown” won the 
first prize, a charming panel, excellent technically. The wide 
variety of the stitches used gives character and real beauty to 
the whole. The Octagon Studios’s group of four took second, the 
joint production of Mary Susan Collins, designer, and Jessie 
Lee Fraser, craftsman. The other awards went to Virginia 
Loomis Tanner and Helen Severin. 

The textile section of the exhibition is unaccountably small 
in number, and the only award was an honorable mention given 
to Dora Mae Yingling in BATIK. 

BOOKBINDING is another class which has risen greatly in 
quality and craftsmanship. The prizes were given to the two 
entrants, John C. Brayton and Jean Eschmann. 

The photographers of the city have also shown an interest 
and enthusiasm, and the many fine entries reflect this response. 
In PHOTOGRAPHY, PORTRAIT AND FIGURE, two character studies 
by Zenas H. Brown took the premier, followed in order by 
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Geoffrey Landesman, Henry F. Mayer, Jr., and Leo Woloshin. 
The class, PHOTOGRAPHY, LANDSCAPE AND MISCELLANEOUS, is 
even larger, and first was given to Edward B. Noel for his fine, 
three-dimensional “Roundhouse Rays.” Two other prizes went 
to Stanley Thomas Clough and Herbert Rebman, respectively, 
and honorable mentions to Fred L. Ball, Paul Louis Hexter, 


Helen Hewett, and Geoffrey Landesman.
